A Naturalization Act Based On 
Personal Naturalization Only, 
Is Recommended. 


WINNIPEG, Nov. 13.—The Cana- 
dian council of agriculture, which has 
been in session since Tuesday, con- 
cluded its business this evening by an- 
nouncing to the public its decision to 
enter the field of dominion politics 
and calling a conference of representa- 
tives of the organized farmer organiza- 
tions of the three prairie provinces and 
Ontario for the purpose of the co- 
ordination of effort to secure the elec- 
tion to the federal parliament of sup- 
porters of the new national policy of 
the council. In preparation for this 
event the platform which was issued a 
year ago has been revised and brought 
up to date by the addition of planks 
calling for the federal electorate being 
placed on a provincial basis and for 
personal naturalization only.

The Drury cabinet of Ontario 
has been unofficially announced. 
It comprises representatives of 
the farmers’ and labor parties, 
with a soldier without portfolio, 
and a Unionist holding the most 
important office thrown in. There 
is no reason why men representing 
farming and labor should not 
work together amicably in a gov- 
ernment. But in order to do 80 
they must be in agreement on the 
more important principles involv- 
ed in the problems with which 
they must deal.

Group or class politics has not

WINDSOR STATION ILLUMINATED FOR PRINCE'S VISIT. 

The electrical illumination of the C.P.R. Windsor Station at Montreal in 
honor of the Royal visit, on which electrical engineers and decorators were at work 
for over a month, evoked favorable comment, and Mr, J, W. Bell, the superintendent 
of the building, who designed and supervised the erection of this elaborate decoration, 
was congratulated on the result of his effort. No fewer than 7,752 individual lights were 
used in this display, which follows the genera! outlines of the huge edifice, including the 
two towers. In order to connect the lamps with the seventeen switches, there is a mile 
and a quarter of wire. In the Prince of Wales’ Feathers, which are 18 feet 6 inches in 
height, there are 242 lights, while the two maple leaves on St. Antoine street and Osborne 
street, each 12 feet high, have each 145 lights, while there are 55 lights in each of the 
four illuminated crowns.
